HOUSE RESOLUTION 
BASIS OF DISCUSSION 


Believed That This Doc- 
ument Is Nearest Ap- 
proach to President Har- 
ding’s Wishes.

Washington, June 5.—Differences 
between senate and house over the 
disarmament clause attached to the 
naval appropriation bill will come 
_to a head this week when conferees 
of the two chambers meet in an at- 
tempt to reach a compromise on 
their divergant views. 

Spokesmen for each will begin 
discussions determined not to re- 
cede. 

The position of the house is set 
forth in a resolution drawn by the 
committee on foreign relations, 
which will be introduced Monday 
by Chairman Porter. While the 
house conferees will not be in- 
structed to adhere strictly to this 
resolution, ft will serve to guide 
them, according to leaders. 

The resolution simply “expresses 
the full concurrence” of congress in 
the declaration of the president in 
his message to congress that Amer- 
ica was ready to co-operate to “ap- 
proximate disarmament,” but does 
not deem it prudent to disarm alone. 
The Borah amendment, which the 
senate passed, “authorized and re- 
quested” the president to invite 
Great Britain and Japan to a dis- 
cussion of the subject with this 
government. 

Further, the house resolution does 
not limit the discussion to naval 
armament, or to the three nations 
mentioned in the Borah amendment. 

President's View. 

Belief was expressed by house 
leaders that their attitude more 
nearly corresponded with the views 
of the president, who, in the be- 
ginning, opposed the Borah amend- 
ment, and withdraw objection only 
when the naval bill was threatened 
with protracted delay. 

Senators are prepared to resist 
tinkering with theimamendment ee 
the house. They consider any dis- 
cussion of the reduction of armies 
futile, they object to activity of the 
lower chambers in matters connect- 
ed with foreign relations, and in 
some quarters there is a fteling 
that the president should have acted 
in conjunction with the upper cham- 
ber, if the Borah amendment was 
wholly objectionable. 

Another factor causing trouble 
between the senate and house is the 
increase of $100,000,000 in the naval 
bill voted by the senate, The house 
is insistent that all but a fractional 
part of this be eliminated. 

Army Money Bill. 

The army appropriation bill will 
be the chief matter for consideration 
in the senate during the week, and 
the same group that obstructed pas- 
sage of the naval bill is expected to 
be active in seeking to pare down 
the amounts proposed by the army. 
The chief fight will center about the 
size of the army. The house bill pro- 
vided for 150,000 men. The senate 
committee on military affairs re- 
ported out the measure with this 
amendment ta 170,000. Advoeates of 
disarmament and economy will at- 
tempt to retain the house figures.

Then will come an adjust- 
ment with the senate, fraught with 
difficulty like that connected with 
the naval biil. The Knox peace 
resolution, passed by the senate, has 
been ignored in the house. 

Tne house also will consider the 
Volstead beer bill, which would 
make it unlawfu) for doctors to 
prescribe beer as medicine. The ob- 
ject of the bill is to nullify regula- 
tions for the use of beer, expected 
shortly from the bureau of internal 
revenue. 

The senate committee on educa- 
tion and labor, the latter part of the 
week, will endeavor finally to draft 
a bill providing for creation of a 
department of public welfare, as de- 
sired by President Harding.

URGED BY CANDLER 


Bishop Advises Students 
Entering Ministry to Re- 
frain From Specializing 
in One Reform. ; 


Advising Emory university gradu- 
ates who are to enter the ministry 
to stick to the gospel of the King- 
dom of God, to refrain from spe- 
clalizing on any one reform and 
when they go out to preach to de- 
vote their full time to preaching and 
let other matters alone, Bishop War- 
ren A. Candler, chancellor of Emory 
university, delivered the university 
sermon in the Wesley Memorial 
church Sunday night. 

Announcement was made that Wil- 
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liam Jennings Bryan, three times 
candidate for president of the United 
States, will deliver the literary ad- 
dress of the Emory commencement 
in Wesley Memorial church at 8 
o’clock Monday night. It was also 
announced that Henry Reid De Jar- 
nette will deliver the alumni ad- 
dress at 11 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing in the Theology building on the 
Emory campus. The alumni lunch- 
eon will be held at 12:30 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon in the dining hall. 
A business meeting of the Alumni 
association will be held at 3 o'clock 
Monday afternoon. 

In his sermon Sunday night Bishop 
Candler spoke on the subject 
“Christ’s Concentration on the King- 
dom of Heaven.” He told the young 
ministers that Christ had many op- 
portunities to enter minor reforms 
in his day but held aloof from all 
of them contenting himself with 
preaching the Kingdom of God. 

Lost Faith in Spiritual Force. 

“The trouble with some ministers 
is that they have lost faith in 
spiritual force and are trying to 
use the forces of this world to ac- 
complish their results,” Bishop 
Candler said. 

Declairing that the gospel is the 
Only thing on this earth that will 
last, Bishop Candler advised the 
young ministers to concentrate all 
their efforts in spreading the gos- 
pel. ; 

“Governments will come and go. I 
have seen in my life the govern- 
ment of England and the govern- 
ment of America change so.that they 
don’t resemble now the @overnment 
they reSem'’bled years ‘ago. Some 
preachers think they can put some- 
thing in a statute or hold an elec- 
tion and fix everything all right. 
This is wrong. God is not elected. 
He holds His position by divine 
right. You must reach the very 
heart of things with the gospel. You 
can’t use cutaneous treatment where 
a constitutional remedy is required. 
Unless you go to the heart of things 
your ministry wil) fail,” he said. 

Bishop Candler reviewed the pub- 
lic ministry of Jesus Christ and a4- 
vised the Emory graduates to avoid 
specialization. He said if they spe- 
cCilalized on any one reform and lost 
they would become down-hearted and 
lose their spirit. 

Bishop Denny Preaches. 

Preaching the baccalaureate ser- 


mon before the 1921 graduating 
class of Emory university in Wesley 
Memorial church Sunday morning, 
Bishop Collins Denny exhorted the 
young men in the words of St. Paul 
in his epistle to the Philippians,

Honor Is Paid 
Memory of War 
Dead of South 


Piece in Shape of Southern 
Cross Unveiled at Close 
of Services. 


Washington, June 6.—Memorial 
exercises for the south’s dead who 
lie in the Confederate section of 
Arlington cemetery were held today, 
special ceremonies being held at the 
tomb of the unknown dead and the 
grave of General Joe Wheeler. The 
exercises were under the auspices of 
the Confederate Veterans’ associa- 
tion, Sons of Veterans, Daughters of 
the Confederacy and the Southern 
Relief society. 

Professor B. G. Lowry, of Missis- 
sippi, was the principal speaker. 

Hundreds grouped around the 
Stand draped in the Stars and 
Stripes and around the Confederate 
monument, where, after the sound- 
ing of taps by a bugler, a beautiful 
piece in the shape of the southern 
cross was unveiled. 

Children of the Confederacy, dress- 
ed in white, passed among the 
graves, placing flowers upon each. 

Representative Lowry told of the 
life of Jefferson Davis, whom he 
described as “the lone star of 
American history.” 

“He has no pfototype,” Mr. Lowry 
said. “Few men could have met con- 
ditions he had to face and made the 
record he did. He occupied a place 
in the United States senate in the 
most tumultuous times that body 
has ever known; he distinguished 
himself in the Mexican war, and 
was the greatest secretary of war 
this country has ever known, and 
the greatest statesman who ever sat 
in a president’s cabingt.”

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Final Blows Set 
For This Week 
In Beer Fight 


Opposing Forces Square Off 
in House to Receive Vol- 
stead Bill.

Washington, June 5.—With con- 
gress all set to take another whack 
at the liquor traffic this week, op- 
posing forces have squared off for 
their final blows in the beer bout. 

Moved by the thought that loop- 
holes still exist in his prohibition 
law, Representative Andrew J. Vol- 
stead will urge the passage of a 
supplement to the Volstead act, de- 
Signed chiefly to ban beer for 
medicinal purposes. 

The amendment has received the 
favorable report of the house judi- 
ciary committee, and a vote on the 
bill by the house of representatives 
will be taken this week. 

This situation, created by the 
ruling of former Attorney-General 
Palmer that beer could be prescribed 
as medicine, has resulted now in an 
eleventh-hour alignment by ele- 
ments which oppose or favor the 
measure. 

Ask No Restrictions. 

Attention has been attracted to 
the action of the American Thera- 
peutic society in asking that con- 
gress withdraw all rigid restrictions 
which prevent physicians from ad- 
ministering or prescribing alcohol. 
It is the position of the society that 
physicians, unless branded as po- 
tential bootleggers, should be al- 
lowed to exercize the judgment of 
their profession in the prescription 
of alcohol. 

Their movement ts not directed 
specifically at the proposed Volstead 
amendment against beer, but oppo- 
nents of the measure, both in and 
out of congress, cite the attitude of 
the society as one basis of their op- 
position. The attitude of the thera- 
peutic society, furthermore, has 
drawn fire from Wayne B. Wheeler, 
general counsel] of the Anti-Saloon 
League of America. 

“The action of the therapeutic so- 
clety may be in point when direct- 
ed to some of the state laws, but 
not with reference to pending na- 
tional legislation,” Wheeler declared 
in a statement Sunday. 

“Both the original and supple- 
mental Volstead acts are far more 
liberal than the state prohibition 
laws in permitting the use of alco- 
hol and liquors for medicinal pur- 
peses. Over one-half of the states 
prohibit entirely the use of whisky, 


poses, and practically all of che pro- 
hibition states prohibit beer as a 
medicine.”’ 

Discourage Alcohol’s Use. 

The American Medical association, 
Wheeler said, had resolved to dis- 
courage the use of alcohol as a 
therapeutic agent. 
| “The supplemental Volstead bill, he 
added,’ régogniged the use of both 
whisky an@ wine for medicinal pur- 
poses. The bill Nmits..the number 
of physicians’ liquor prescriptions to 
100 every .three months, but this is 
necessary, according to Wheeler, to 
prevent some doctors from abusing 
the privilege. 

In the house there is determined 
opposition against the amendment, 
but it ts doubted whether it will 
express itself with sufficient force 
to prevént the bill’s passage. 

Supporters of the amendment are 
working for its early passage be- 
fore the new commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue, David H. Blair, is- 
sues regulations for the prescription 
of-beer, under the Palmer ruling. 
Issuance of the regulations has been 
held up, pending Blair’s conftirma- 
tion by the senate, but he is in of- 
fice now, and would be obliged to 
abide by the ~dapartment of justice 
opinion, unless medicinal beer js 
prohibited by legislation in con- 
gress.

Macon, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)— 
“Let America have large visions of 
justice and brotherhood and inter- 
nationalism and she will move on to 
a glorious destiny at last, even 
though late a member of the noble 
league of nations, where she be- 
longs,” was the appeal made by 
Rev. Kerr Boyce Tupper, D. D., 
LL. D., Philadelphia, Pa., in deliv- 
ering the baccaulaureate address at 
the opening of the eighty-fourth 
commencement of Mercer university 
here today. 

The address was given at the 
First Baptist church, with the six- 
ty-two graduates of the university 
present dressed in the traditional 
caps and gowns. Dr. Tupper is the 
youngest graduate Mercer has ever 
had, having received his degree of 
bachelor of arts at the age of 17 
years. Later a degree of master 
of arts and doctor of laws were 
conferred on him by the university. 


The next event of the commence- 
ment program will be the annual 
alumni meeting Tuesday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock in Mercer chapel. The 
annual alumni banquet wi take 
place at 8 o'clock Tuesday evening. 
Rev. William Warren Landrum, 
D. D., LL. D., of Russellville, Ky., 
wiil speak for the class of ‘71, 
which will hold a reunion this year, 
and classes coming at intervals of 
five years will each be represented 
by speakers. 

The graduating exercises. will be 
held Wednesday morning at 10 
o'clock, when degrees and diplomas 
will be awarded in the law and lit- 
erary departments of the university. 
Rev. John Roach Straton, D. D., LL.

John Brady and Thomas Halpin, 
sai@ to have been black and tans, 
were shot dead by two cyclists Sat- 
urday night as they were sitting on 
the sea wall near Dublin. Earlier 
Saturday evening the explosion of a 
bomb aimed at a military lorry kill- 
ed one man. In another incident in 
the heart of the city, in which rebels 
clashed with the black and tans, 
one man was killed and several 
were injured. 

Policemen tearing down seditious 
posters in Abdbeyfeale, County Lim- 
erick, were fired on from ambush, 
one being killed and a sergeant and 
four other constables wounded. A 
sergeant was killed and another 
constable wounded when rebels 


waylaid a patrol at Swatteragh, 
County Londonderry.

For Plane Loops 
Killed in Crash 


Laura Bromwell Falls 1,000 
Feet to Death—Warned 
Against Flight. 


June 5.—Miss 
holder of th 
loop-the-loop record for women, and 
one of the best-known women pi- 
‘ots in the world, was killed at 
Mitchell field this afternoon. 

Miss Bromwell was flying at an 
altitude of about 1,000 feet when 
the accident happened. She had 
just com#gleted one loop and was 
about to make a second when some- 
thing went wrong with the plane 


and it crashed to the ground. 

Miss Bromwell, whose home was 
in Cincinnati, was 23 years old. 

She established her loop-the-loop 
record on May 15, last, when she 
executed 199 loops in 1 hour and 20 
minutes. The same afternoon she 
piloted her airplane over a two-mile 
straightaway cours¢ at the rate of 
135 miles an hour. 


Motor Stopped. 


.Military observers who witnessed 
the flight declared that the girl’s| 
airplane motor stopped abruptly as 
she was making the upward turn of 
the loop. Suddenly the machine fell 
backward into a tail spin and drop- 
ped like a plummet into a road just 
outside the field. 

Hundreds of spectators gasped as 
the plane fell, and then rushed to 
where it struck the ground. The 
girl’s lifeless body was found in 
the tangled wreckage. Miss Brom- 
well had tested her machine before 
engaging in her stunts, army offi- 
cers said, and had pronounced it in 
good condition. 

Miss Bromwell’s machine went 
through the first loop with the 
grace of a bird. She had just start- 
ed a second when suddenly the hum 
of the motor stopped and the plane 
lurched sidewise. It seemed to re- 
main suspended a minute and then 
started its meteoric drop. 

A dark object flew from the ma- 
chine, and many spectators, think- 
the straps holding the 
aviatrix in her seat had broken, 
letting her fall into space, shudder- 
ed and turned their heads. It later 
proved to be a seat cushion, which 
became released when Miss Brom- 
well was swung clear of the seat as 
the plane started to fall upside 
down. 


Mineola, N. /Y., 


Swung From Scat. 

Experienced aviators who wit- 
nessed the accident declared that | 
the girl’s apparent inability to 
manipulate the control levers in an 
effort to right the plane probably 
was due to her being swung from 
the seat so that she could not reach 
thém. ' . a 

She was flying’ high enough, they 
said, to have brought the plane 
safely to earth, even though the 
motor had stopped, if she had been 
able freely to use the levers. 


ADVENTUROUS 


DISPOSITION. 
Cincinnati, June 5.—Miss Laura 


Bromwell, who was killed when her 
airplane fell at Mineola today, was 
well known in Cincinnati. Always 
of an adventurous disposition, she 
once dived off the chief suspension 
bridge into the Ohlo fiver ona 
wager, a feat which caused much 
newspaper comment. Several Cincin- 
nati business men, attracted by Miss 
Bromwell's daring, prevailed upon 
her to take up aviation, and within 
a few months she had distinguished 
herself because of her adeptness at 
looping the loop. 

Miss Bromwell was a cousin of 
Jacob Bromwell, former judge of 
the common pleas court. 

lt. H. Depew, manager af the Cur- 
tiss field here, tonight issued the 
following statement relative to Miss 
Bromwell’s accident: 

“Miss Bromwell’s own plane was 
out of order. She borrowed a Ca- 
nadian training plane, a_ type 
which, because of Mfss Bromwell’s 
emall stature, she was unsuited to 
stunt. 

Warned Not to Loop. 

“T warned her not to attempt to 
loop it, but she disregarded the in- 
structions. In the middle of the 
second loop the cushion she sat on 
fell out, and she evidently slipped 
out of reach of the controlls and 
was unable to right the plane. 

“Examination of the wreck dis- 
closed all controls to be in work- 
ing order.” | 

Other aviation experts pointed 
out that the safety belt in the Ca- 
nadian plane was higher than in the 
one she had been accustomed to 
use. Consequently, when she slipped 
head downward from her seat in the 
Canadian plane she apparently was 
unable to obtain any leverage with 
her feet so as to right the machine.

World complications, he contin- 
ued, can never be settled without 
the influence of America, and he 
saw an inspiring future for the ma- 
tion if Valley Force traditions are 
adhered to. 

“It is good to come to this shrine 
of liberty, not only to offer willing 
tribute to those who perished here, 
but to re-dedicate ourselves to the 
patriotism which suffered and sac- 
rificed here in order that our new 
standards of freedom and democ- 
racy should abide,” President Har- 
ding said. 

“Valley Forge tested the heroic 
resolution of the new world con- 
tenders for liberty. In the crucible 
of suffering they blended j\the con-

Supreme Task. 

“They proved that lofty heroism 
is not always tragic, but develops 
its supreme offering in one dull, 
prolonged suffering which florifies 
abiding faith and unalterable res- 
olution. Our supreme task is to 
preserve the fundamentals of our 
new world liberty and guard 
against the abuses and injustices’ 
which have sought to attach them- 
selves to the established order since 
the world began. The rational work 
of every civilization is to cure 
without destroying, and guard 
against the enemies of liberty, 
which come to us cloaked in pre- 
tended helpfulness. Here is the 
chief difficulty of the world today. 
In the turbulence of upheaval of

This report is expected to be 
signed by Chairman Sims, Alder- 
man Harry Goodhart, Councilman 
Bob Gordon and Councilman Pat 
Anderson. It has been announced 
that Councilman J. A. Couch, the 
fifth member, will, submit a minori- 
ty report in which It ts generally 
expectad that the demand will ap- 
pear that. the police and detective 
departments be completely exoner- 
ated.

Pueblo, Colo.,, June 5.—The 
United News, through the efforts 
of two correspondents who work- 
ed unceasingly for many hours, 
has obtained a direct wire to the 
outer world and an operator to 
work it. The wire has been 
strung into the First Baptist 
church, 

Before the emergency wire was 
strung into the city correspond- 
ents were using every possible 
device to get news of the flood 
to the ower world. 


Pueblo, Colo, June §.—With flood 
water still standing from two to 
fifteen feet deep on Pueblo streets 
sloping to the Arkansas river, an- 


other heavy rain set fn Sunday night, 
with the ferocity of a cloudburet. 

Rain came down in sheets on a 
City already paralyzed by devastat- 
ing floods, with no lights save lan- 
terns and candles, and thousands 
of homeless huddling in refugee 
camps. 

The great sheet of water rolling 
down the Arkansas from the big 
Shafer dam on Beaver creek came 
and went without great damage. As 
jit rolled toward the city, horsemen, 
galloping to beat death, arrived in 
the city to warn the public. Mili- 
tary guards in the lowlands fired 
shots in the air and threatened to 
kill all who refused to leave. 

As the great wall of water hit 
the levees, the tired and haggard 
citizens of thig city hurried to the 
high ground. The water in the 
streets agaih rose and leaped with 
a deafening roar. 

Breathlessly the watching thou- 
sands saw it creep to Fourth and 
Main Streets and then recede. Fri- 
day it reached to Main and Sixth 
streets. The watchers breathed a 
Sigh of relief. The worst—for the 
time being—was over. 

Cloudburst Descends. 

A strict patrol was in force as 
darkness settled over the city. Then 
rain again started. It seemed to 
the United News correspondent and 
his operator, huddling over feebly 
flickering candles in the First Bap- 
tist church, trying to get thig dis- 
patch through, that it was coming 
down in one solid sheet, The church 
seemed to sway and bend under it. 

Outside was a terrible darkness— 


terrible because no one knew where . 


the next blow was coming from. 
Now and then a. courier staggers in 
with the newg that the water ig g0- 
ing up, it is going down, it is stand- 
ing still—no one knows what it is 
going to do. Across the river a 
Siren is screaming—warning of 
some impending danger. The deaf- 
ening roar of the waters in the mad- 
dened river makes the siren a faint 
shriek. 

Before night fell the city’s no 
man’s lasd, where hundreds of lives 
have been lost and millions in prop- 
erty wiped out, stood forth a drab 
and terrible picture of the power 
of nature on rampage. | 

Along its way are strewn miracu- 
lous and awesome collections of 
debris, testators of the power of 
a river gone mad. Gaping holes 
in great stone business blocks, 
frame houses twisted in two, tele- 
phone poles rammed through brick 
walls, empty spaces where stood 
familiar buildings in this old city— 
these are common sights. In the 
mud and slime, which covers the 
entire district, are automobiles,

At 5 p. m., the weather started 
to clear and officials were hope- 
ful that the storm period had 
passed. 

Epidemic Begins. 

To add to the horrors, scarlet 

fever and smallpox has broken out 
‘in the relief camps. At the Con- 
gress hotel nearly a score of such 
cases among Mexicans were dis- 
aovered. 
' The list of known dead was 
Placed at eighty-three by Joseph 
Moorehead, secretary to Governor 
Shoup, directing the state’s work. 

Mayor Michael Stubzinski Sunday 
issued the following plea for help: 

“What we need most is trucks 
and gasoline, so supplies can be 
distributed. We also need under- 
takers from Denver. We are mak- 
ing every effort to clear the road 
to Colorado Springs as our main re- 
lJief must come from there.”

Five wrecked street cars with 
caved-in roofs and sides, some of 
the cars telescoped and trucks driv- 
en through flooring, were plled up 
Dozens of street

in downtown streets.

In 
the open room stood steel files, 
soaked ledgers and papers and the 
streaked steel] vault. 

A wagon reposed in the window 
of the Dean-Cree] Furniture com- 
pany’s main floor, while, tumbled in 
heaps, were costly show pieces of 
tapestry, smeared and stained with 
mud. 

Railroad ties, trees, weeds, bits of 
shingle roofs of houses and pieces 
of furniture made up a large pile of 
debris which nearly blocked Main 
street and Broadway. 

A corrugated iron roof from some 
large warehouse in another section 
of the flooded quarter was strand- 
ed aluong Second street between 
Main and Court streets. 

Worst Section. 


The flood worked its fiercest 
damage, however, along the river 
banks, where buildings and rail- 
road equipment felt the full power 
of the torrent. The shanty homes of 
the poor were tossed about like 
toothpicks. Box cars, tank cars, lo- 
comotives, passenger coaches, rail- 
road ties and steel rails were pitch- 
ed up against frame houses and 
brick structures, smashing them 
alike. The office building of the 
Nuckolus Packing company 6 fell 
into the river. A quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of meats in the 
basement were ruined, hams, bacon, 
slabs and half sides of beef being 
washed out and up onto the streets, 
where, even as late as Sunday night, 
= were digging them out of the 
mud, 

The Sante Fe’ steel bridre over 
the Arkansas river toppled to the 
river bottom and was washed 
against the Rio Grande railroad’s 
steel span. which held. 

The Santa Fe trail, famous high- 
wav, which ran along the river 
hank, was still a roaring stream 
late Sunday. 

Banks Make Plans. 
Representatives of the Pueblo 
banks were in session Sunday night 
planning the city’s future financial 
policy. 

Pepositors will probably be asked 
to withdraw only such moneys as 
urgently needed to avert runs 
on the hanks. FEnormous sums will 
be needed for rebuilding purposes. 
Three banks, the First National, 
Fank of Minnenua, end the Southern 
California hank. will open Monday 
unless further flooded, Three oth- 
ers cannot onen. The Western Na- 
tional, the Bank of Pueblo and the 
Pueblo Savings and Trust are badly 
flooded and, in some cases, the rec- 
ords have been swept away.

$50,000 
MORE SENT. 

Washington, June 5.—Authoriza- 
tion for the expenditure of a second 
$50,000 out of the national! disaster 
relief funds for flood relief was 
wired to the Red Cross chapter at 
Pueblo tonight by national head- 
quarters here. The action followed 
the receipt of telegraphic reports 
from Pueblo chapters officials that 
the situation in the stricken city 
was growing more desperate hourly 
and the funds were needed imme- 
diately. 

It was explained’ at headquarters 
that the $100,000 already authorized 
was purely for emergency purposes 
until the full needs are known and 
is in addition to the funds, supplies 
and relief workers ordered sent to 
Pueblo from the southwestern di- 
vision.

dating exercises: last week, Presi- 
dent Nicholas Murray Butler, of 
that institution, took “Faith in the 


Puture” as hig subject and gave 
expression tu good American doc- 
trine that might profitably be ex- 
pounded from one end of the coun- 
try to the other. 

Dr. Butler drew attention to a 
tendency toward radical criticism 
of government institutions and so- 
cial conditions which has become 
especially apparent within the last 
few years throughout the country 
and particularly in our northern 
institutions of higher education: 

So obnoxious has the evident 
trend toward discontent and Sso- 
cial unrest become in the colleges 
and universities in the north that 
it has attracted the notice of con- 
gervative minds of the country 
and occasioned repeated public ex- 
pressions of regret and misgivings 
as to the future. Just a few days 
ago the president of one of the 
great universities of the middle 
west resigned his post, giving as 
his main reason that the institu- 
tien had become a “hot-bed of 
bolshevism.” 

This condition is anything but 

reassuring—except in that it man- 
ifests a commendable activity of 
mind on the part of the student 
bodies contributing to it, but activ- 
ity exerted in the wrong direction 
and it is timely and appropriate 
for our leaders in education to take 
cognizance of it and do what they 
ean to supplant notions of icono- 
elasm and discontent in the minds 
of our young men and young wom- 
en with correct ideas of downright 
Americanism. 
‘.Two notable paragraphs from 
Dr. Butler’s address to the grad- 
ating class of Columbia wil] bear 
repeating: 

“It pleases some ardent and hope- 
youthful spirits to portray 
themselves as in revolt against 
things as they are, but this is not 
the constructive temper or the spirit 
in which to go about the serious 
business of making the world 
better. An appreciation of the pres- 
ent and an understanding of the 
past are a far better preparation 
for the improvement of the future 
than a dissatisfaction with the 
present and a contempt for the past 
can possibly be. 

“Contentment is as lofty and fine 
a state of mind as smug satisfac- 
tion is unbecoming and unworthy. 
Faith in the future will make use 
of contentment, but it can do 
nothing with smug satisfaction. The 
man whose mind is closed against 
all proposa!s for change, for reason- 
able experiment with the unfamiliar 
and untested, is stubbornly without

faith in the future. 


There is' altogether too much 
baseless discontent in the country 
—too many grumblers, fault-find- 
ers, radical minded critics and 
half-baked theorists.

PROMPT JUSTICE. 


Justice moved swiftly in Canton, 
seat of the government of Chero- 
kee county, in the case of T. H, 
Daniel, convicted murderer. 

Daniel was a confessed whisky 
runner between Atlanta and a 
north Georgia moonshine still. 

Last May 24 he was intercepted 
on the road by the sheriff of 
Cherokee, a court bailiff and the 
sheriff’s son, who attempted to 


| place him under arrest for having 


whisky in his possession. He 
gave battle and after shooting and 
killing the bailiff and wounding 
the sheriff was finally lodged in 
jail, charged with murder. 

Twelve days from that date he 
was found guilty by a Cherokee 
jury, and sentenced to serve the 
remainder of his life in prison. 

His only defense at the trial was 
that he had mistaken the sheriff's 
party for highwaymen, and shot 
in an effort to save his whisky and 


jury, his whisky and money had 
been taken away from him by -rob- 
bers in the mountains, and his 
sole object in shooting in this in- 
stance was to prevent a repeti- 
tion of those experiences. 

In his case the machinery of the 
Icw operated with commendable 
promptness, for it is not often in 
these days of long-drawn-out trials 


gal technicalities that a defendant 
knows his fate within twelve days 
after commission of the crime! 

‘ And this trial would have been 
over even sooner than it was had 
the jury not consumed almost a 
full day in deciding, it is reported, 
whether to send the defendant to 
the state pris®n for life or to the 
gallows! 

The fate of Daniels should have 
a good moral effect upon the 
whisky traffickers generally — 
those criminals who persist in 
their disreputable business in de- 
fiance of the courts and public de- 
cency, who labor under a mistak- 
en and arrogant assumption that 
they are bigger and more re- 
sourceful than the law, and who 
are invariably prepared and will- 
ing, when cornered, to take human 
life to escape facing a jury of 
twelve law-respecting men! 

The application of speedy and 
certain justice by the courts will 
do more than enything else in the 
workd to discourage and put an 
end to the whisky traffic in every 
form. 


A HOME PAPER’S HELP. 

In writing of the work of the 
country newspaper for its town and 
the territory where it circulates, 
The Brantley County (Ga.) News 
well says that the great obligation 
of a community to a newspaper 
“ig frequently forgotten, because 
it is taken for granted that a 
newspaper will do its part for the 
community whether it meets with 
reciprocity or not.” 

Here is the summary given of 
the things a live newspaper does 
for its community, and still the 
half remains untold— 

“There is hardly a public enter- 
prise that does not depend, to a 
more or less degree, upon the.news- 
paper. It gives those enterprises 
its support invariably, without 
promise of reward, and frequently 
without hope of reward. 

“It boosts the county; boosts the 
town, and boosts its public and 
private undertakings. 

“It is the friend of the church, 
the school, the lodge, the patriotic 
and the charitable organizations. 
It knows no church or creed in 
those whom it exploits. 

“A newspaper is a sort of ‘big 
brother’ to them all, and it takes an 
interest in the success of each.” 

That “big brother to them all” 
simile well expresses the scope of 
the newspaper’s work—its increas- 
ing efforts for the maintenance’ 
and advancement of every worthy 
interest and enterprise of its com- 
munity—its willingness to serve, 
even “without hope of reward.” 

But it takes “reciprocity” to 
keep the home newspaper going 
up to the high mark of service to 
its town and section. 

And whereve. its efforts in be- 
half of the community meet with 
the appreciation of substantial en- 
couragement the community helps 
itself in even greater measure 
than it helps the paper. 

Meeting the home-paper half- 
way is practically half the battle 
for the prosperity of a town and 
county.

American comment upon the re- 
cent test vote in the French cham- 
ber of deputies has tended to attach 
too much importance to the large 


majority by which the present pre- 
mier, riand, carried his pro- 
posals. In point of fact, measured 
by French standards, the minority 
vote was rather impressive, and it 
would be a mistake to exaggerate 
the strength of the present minis- 
try. Not only is it possible that it 
may be turned out suddenly, on 
some minor question, but its hold 
remedies, as it always has been 
weak. 

France, in her present mood, is 
dissatisfied with the European sit- 
uation, with the Silesian develop- 
ments, and, beyond all else, is sus- 


picious of German promises. On the 
other hand, at the moment, there is 
no clear road for any opposition to 
take M. Poincare, the former presi- 
dent of the republic and now the 
Strongest political leader in France, 
could hardly find sufficient reason 
for advocating an immediate ad- 
vance of French troops in the Rubr. 
All depends upon present German 
compliance with recent promises. 


It may well be, as certain foreign 
correspondents suggest, that a more 
moderate feeling is gaining ground 
in France, but this, too, is condi- 


tioned upon German performance. 
Briand put the situation up to his 
political opponents in the most dif- 
ficult fashion for them to face when 
he bluntly informed them that a 
change of policy, the adoption of an 
aggressive course toward Germany, 
would mean an instant break with 
Britain an@ a certain cooling rela- 
tions with the Unitea States. 
Situation Altered. 

With Erfrland alone many French- 
men would now’ be ready to break. 
There is general exasperation over 
the British course in recent months, 
there is a growing appreciation of 
the fact that British and French 
interests do not and are not likely 
to run parallel in the near future. 
But with the United States returned 
to the supreme council and obvious- 
ly concerned over any possible in- 
tensification of the European un- 
rest, since its own prosperity is 
vitally affected, the conditions are 
altered. : 

Our return to Europe at this mo- 
ment has, in fact, given us a posi- 
tion of decisive influence. In a 
measure we have reinforced the 
British just at the moment when 
their influence with France was be- 
coming slight. Like the British. our 
interests would be injured by any 
disturbance in the middle of Eu- 
rope. Like the British, we need the 
central European markets. But the 
French need us far rore than they 
need the British, for it is in the 
American market that France must 
find the loans and the advances 
which are essential while the Ger- 
man reparations settlement is tak- 
ing tangible form. 

Our influence, like the British, is, 
of course, conditioned upon the per- 
formance by Germany of 
pledges which she has now taken. 
Failure on her part, a new defi- 
ance, a revival of the old truculence 
in Berlin and the fat would cer- 
tainly be in the fire. Then beyond 


»all doubt ‘Briand would fall and 
Poincare would come back, And the 
first step of the new premier would 
certainly be to order French forces 
to advance into Germany, into the 
Ruhr and perhaps etsewhere. This, 
too, would be a signal for Polish 
occupation of upper Silesia. 

But if the United States and Great 
Britain continue to follow the pol- 
icy well -marked by Secretary 
Hughes in his recent discussions 
with the Germans, if these {wo na- 
tions now give full support to the 
last program of reparations, if the 
spectacle of» Anglo-American sup- 
port of France in insisting upon 
German performance, instils a little 
of good sense in Berlin, it may be 
that we have passed the worst mo- 
ment-in the whole after-war settle- 
ment and by degrees a general im- 
provement will follow. 

Key in German Hands. 

Now, as always, the key to the 
Situation rests in German hands. In 
the past the Germans have gambled 
fast and loose on the conviction 


that the self-interest of the British 
and the Americans would lead them 
to restrain France and by degrees 
reduce the bill against Germany 
until that hour when Germany 
would be free of all real repara- 
tions obligations, This has been the 
underlying conception of all 
man policy from the moment of thé 
Paris conference to the last assem- 
bly in London. 

It was only when the Germans 
saw that neither the Americans nor 
the British would or could restrain 
the French that we had the sur- 
render which was expressed in the 
unconditional acceptance by Ger- 
mdny of the -terms drafted by 
Briand and Lloyd-George :in Lon- 
don. With the French mobilization 
taking place, with British consent 
obtained and American silence sig- 
nifying similar consent, with the 
imminent prospect of an occupation 
of the Ruhr, Germany at last yield- 
ed. And she has acted in this spirit 
of submission ever since. 

But if the situation is hopeful, 
more hopeful than one could have 
reasonably expected a month ago, 
if Briand seems to nave at least a 
fair chance of preserving something 
of co-operation between his own 
country and the two  English- 
speaking nations, the explanation 
must be found in the apparent rec- 
ognition in London and Washing- 
ton, quite as much ag in Berlin, that 
German immunity from penalties, 
that is from invasion, can only be 
purchased by German observance of 
her latest covenant. 

If tomorrow we had new German 
resistance, a further revelation of 
the old German spirit of the war 
and of the days since the war,

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HEALTH TALKS

AUTOBOYOGRAPHY 
Chapter 12—Hygiene and Table 
Manners. 

My dad has always drawn a. sharp 
line between table manners and af- 
fectations. He says some of the af- 
fectations that pass as table man- 
ners in some quarters remind him of 
a dear old maid school teacher who 
used to use her little finger to point 
out anything on a printed page, in- 
stead of the index finger, because 
the good woman fancied the little 
finger looked so much more dainty 
and graceful. To dad’s mind the 
finger bowl] affectation is on a par 
with the old maid’s little finger 
stunt. At any rate it is not a hy- 

gienic. rite. ; 

If people handle their food in such 
a@ way as to get the fingers soiled, 
then they ought to go and wash 
their hands with soap and water 
after eating. 

The time when dad insisted on 
waShing the hands was just before 
sitting down to table. A good many 
kids, with the natural antipathy to 
soap and water that belongs, like 
to shirk this little ceremony and 
often manage to shirk it when pa- 
rents are careless. Now, this. may 
seem all right to a kid, but it is a 
dangerous thing to eat without first 
washing the hands. Painters and 
other workers who neglect this cere- 
mony often pay dearly for their neg- 
lect by developing lead poisoning 
as a result of their soiled or un- 
washed hands contaminating the 
food they eat. Boys who sit down 
to eat without having first washed 
their hands are very likely to be- 
come infested with worms, the eggs 
of which, microscopic in size, are 
present on the soiled fingers. Then, 
too, there are probably many germ 
diseases which are acquired through 
the contamination of food by soiled 
fingers. That is the common, ev- 
eryday route of infection in out- 
breaks of typhoid fever when the 
source of infection is traced to a 
food handler such as a cook or walit- 
er who has at some time had ty- 
phoid and is still a “carrier” of the 
typhoid bacilli and capable of con- 
taminating any food handled. 

No kid should be served at table 
until he can first show clean hands. 
And no hands can be considered 
clean unless ‘they have just been 
thoroughly washed with soap and 
water. 

Another hygienieally warranted 
table manner that dad has always 
insisted on is time. A good many 
kids suffer digestive troubles sim- 
Ply because they do not take time 
to eat their meals. They are so 
anxious to get back at play that 
they try to gulp down their meals 
and rush away from the table in a 
few minutes. In order to circum- 
vent this breech of manners, father 
early made it a rule at our house 
that no one could leave the table 
within twenty minutes, whether he 
required al] that time to eat or not. 
There were times when the twenty 
minutes seemed as many weeks to 
me, for I could finish a meal about 
as fast as the next kid. But even 
if I finished in five minutes, I had 
to sit there and behave until the 
twenty minutes were over, so you 
may be sure I soon learned to take 
my time about eating. It is a rule 
I can commend to all parents. I 
believe it has had much to do with 
my perfect digestion.

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MINISTER TELLS 
HOW WHITE MAN 
MAY HELP NEGRO 


in which the white man 
may aid the negro were outlined 
in a sermon detivered Sunday by 
Rev. W. J. DeBardeleben, pastor of 
Payne Memorial Methodist church. 

Preaching on “White Skins and 
White Hearts” he said, in part: 

“We who are so fortunate as to 
have been born with white skins, 
Should, for many reasons best 
Known to ourselves, be duly thank- 
ful to the Creator. We should also 
endeavor to demonstrate by our ev- 
ery act that this wauiicuess was 
more: than skin deep; that it was 
an outward manifestation of an in- 
ward work of grace. It is the 
‘whiteness “of the soul that is to 
count when the secrets of all hearts 
are made known. The Bible, both 
by precept and example, empha- 
sizes this great truth. 

Solomon. the wise one, in his 
songs of Solomon, says: ‘I am black, 
but comely.’ The first one to bear 
the cross of the Savior was one 
whose skin was black. The first 
missionary to carry the gospel of 
the ascended Christ to another con- 
tinent was a negro. Even the 
much quoted and misused ‘leopar 
Spots’ refers to the heart rather 
than the body. Out of the heart 
are the {Issues of life. . . No sane 
man, white or black, would advo- 
cate social equality for the two 
races, but, we should teach moral 
equality. Ve should so manifest 
the spirit of Christianity in our 
dealings with each other as to elim- 
inate all friction. 

“In all this discussion we are 
having just now with reference to 
the negro problem let us not be- 
come prejudiced against the well- 
meaning negro. We need him and 
he needs us, Who knows but what 
the Almighty permitted him to be 
brought here to have him dgvelop- 
ed mentally and morally. e nev- 
er would have accomplished this as 
a missionary proposition. Here he 
imitates, our clothes. our customs, 
vices or virtues, vur theology. Even 
now we can make him a great deal 
better or a great deal worse. In 
fact, he is our moral mirror reflect- 
ing many of our virtues and vices 
. “In conclusion, let us rememper 
that there are many things to his 
everlasting: credit. » « Firat, Bei 
the most optimistic human being 
on earth, suicides among them are 
rare, he is cheerful in poverty, re- 
signed in suffering, and hopeful tn 
death. . . Secondly, he is loyal to 
his adopted country. Whatever 
faults he may have he-ts neither 
traitor nor slacker when this coun- 
try is at war The department of 
justice has no records of treason- 
able writings, or betrayal of mili- 
tary secrets to the enemy charged 
to the negro. Last but not least, 
ihe negro ig intensely religious. No 
race can pray, sing or preach like 
his. He can furnish a medium for 
religious truth that will prove most 
beneficial to the other races with 
whom ne comes in contact, and re- 
act most favorably upon those who 
have tutored him. 

“The fact that the prayers of an 
ex-slave ied my mother to Christ, 
and that another gave me the earli- 
est religious training I have any 
recollection of. when my mother 
was taken, inspires me to make this 
statement to my congregation. 

How to Ald the Negro. 

We may best aid the negro by maintain- 
ing an attitude that should characterize a 
superior, older and more highly developed 
race for its ward, 

First, by a gospel of peace and kind- 
ness preached from every pulpit and press 
in the state. 

Second, by discouraging with most dras- 
tic measure any movement that had a tend- 
ency toward social equality. 

Third, to overcome mob violence by see- 
ing that he got justice in the courts, wheth- 
er enilty or innocent. 

Fourth, to prevent the public display on 
billboard, movie, or elsewhere, suggestive 
pietures of white women and negro men. 

Fifth, to organize in every county a race 
commission to be composed (for the most 
part) of business men. 

Sixth, to have the elements of good citi- 
zenship taught in evefy school, in which this 
enbjiect might be presented to both black 
and white in a fair and impartial manner, 
calculated to insure peaceful relations be- 
tween the races, 

Seventh, let ns all as individual re- 
sentatives of both races, with a Christian 
spirit, bY every pnblic and private act. do 
all in our power to allay the suspicion and 
bitterness that has come as another by- 
product of the war.

Action in Asking $50,000,- 
000 for Live Stock Indus- 


i, try One Example—All 


Agriculture to Benefit. 


BY ROBERT J. BENDER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington, June 5.—The United 
states government, while unable to 
correct directly many of the phases 
of present-day economic depression, 
has evolved a policy of assistance to 
various industries designed to sta- 
bilize their credits and thereby ex- 
ert a healthful influence on busi- 
ness generally. 

The live stock industry where 
credit facilities beyond those now 
available are urgently needed, of- 
fers an example of our administra- 
tion’s purpose. The federal reserve 
board, with the concurrence of Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mellon, has 
drafted for congress recommenda: 
tions that $50,000,000 be made avail: 
able to the War Finance corpora- 
tion for advances on live stock 
paper. The action, taken because of 
the emergency which threatens the 
entire live stock industry, is an ex- 
ample of how the government in- 
tends to proceed in handling situa- 
tions where the process of produc- 
tion ig unusually long and requires 
longer term credit facilities than 
can be afforded by means of paper 
with six months maturity. 

Believing it inadvisable to amend 
the-law by making one and two- 
year paper eligible fcr rediscount 
at the Federal Reserve banks, the 
tederal reserve board suggests that 
the War Finance corporation be 
empowered to make loans up to the 
$50,000,000 the time ‘for making 
such leans being limited to three 
years lrom the date of enactment 
of the necessaty legislation. 


Benefit to Be General. 

The ive stock industry is select- 
ed a8 an example in the govern- 
ment’s program of aid, but the cn- 
tire agricultural industry will bene- 
fit in similar manner. W. P. G. 
Harding, governor ofthe fedcerai 
reserve board, left Washington 
Sunday for a _ two-weeks’ trip 
through the cattle-producing sec- 
tions of the country. Stopping en 
route at Des Moines, he will visit 
Cheyenne, Denver, Albuquerque, El 
Paso, San Antonio and Dallas. Be- 
fore he Jeft he made the announce- 
ment that the federal reserve board 
had urged all banks “to aid in 
easing along the situation in the 
agricultural districts until normal 
and regular processes of produ:- 
tion and distribution can be fur- 
ther developed.” 

And the federal reserve board, 
he revealed, is better able to take 
care Of the situation than it was a 
year ago. The reserves of the 12 
federal reserve banks, he said, are 
nearly 40 per cent higher than they 
were at this time last year, stand- 
ing at about 57.5 per cent as against 
42 per cent. 

“There is no ground for appre- 
hension regarding the ability of the 
banks to meet the requirements of 
both agriculture and industry,” 
Harding declared. 


Gold Holdings Largest. 


“The federal reserve system now 
holds the largest amount of gold 
in its entire history, more than $2,- 
400,000,000, and: the inflow from 
other counfries. still continues. 
While the I@ans and invested as- 
sets of the federal reserve banks 
have. been reduced since the peak 
cn November 5 last, by more than 
$1,000,000,000, most of this liquida- 
tion has come about in an orderly 
and natural -way. Liquidation has 
been most pronounced in financial 
and industrial centers rather than 
in agricultura] sections. 

“It should be understood that un- 
til there is a broadening of the mar- 
ket for agricultural products many 
farmers will have to be granted ex- 
tensions on loans already made them 
and will, in many cases, require ad- 
ditional credits pending the making 
and marketing of the ‘new crops. 
The federal reserve board is grati- 
fied to know that the federal re- 
serve banks are prepared to extend 
liberal credits to member banks, 
and through them to non-member 
banks, for thesé and other product- 
ive requirements of their customers, 
and the board urges all banks to 
aid in easing alone the situation in 
the agricultural districts until nor- 
mal and regularsprocesses of pro- 
duction and distribution can be 
further developed. The board feels 
that the financial emergency which 
menaced the country during the 
year 1920 has definitely passed.”

To Help Success

Secretary of War Weeks 
Urges State Executives to 
Boost Citizen Training.

June i5.—(United 
News.)—Secretary of War Weeks 
has appealed to governors of the 
states to assist in making success- 
ful citizens military training camps, 
to be established throughout the 
country this summer. 

Weeks asks governors to bring 
the camps to the attention of the 
people of their states by procla- 
mation or other means. 

“lt is my opinion that these 
camps are a vital asset in the broad 
scheme of nationa) defense because 


they advance the upbuilding of the 
national uard and organized re- 
serves,” eeks wrote. 

“It is my belief and hope that 
these camps will also develop closer 
unity; will teach the privileges 
and responsibilities of American 
citizenship and will stimulate the 
interest of the youth of the coun- 
try in the importance of military 
training.” 

Weeks said there will be a 
month’s course for 10,8300 citizens 
between 16 and 39. 


BREACH IN ZIONIST 
RANKS 5 UNHEALED 


Cleveland, Ohio, June 56.—Pre- 

dicted peace between the two fac- 
tions of the Zionist organization 
failed to materialize at the open- 
ing session of the twenty-fourth an- 
nual convention of the American 
Zionists here today, when Judge 
Henry J. Dannenbaum, of Houston, 
Texas, was elected chairman of the 
convention by a mafjority of 75 
votes over Judge Julian W. Mack, 
of Chicago, president of the Ameri- 
can Zionist organization. Judge 
Dannenbaum received 139 of the 214 
votes cast. 
The nominations brought forth a 
clash between Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise and Judge Bernard S. Rosen- 
blatt, both of New York, which 
formed the feature of the stormy 
session. When interrupted while 
nominating Judge Mack, Dr. Wise 
reminded Judge Rosenblatt = that 
“this is not a New York police 
court,” Judge Rosenblatt retorted 
by saying, “Neither is. it a free 
synagogue.” 

Judge Mack, Dr. Chaim Weise- 
mann, head of the World Zionist 
organization, and other speakers 
urged tAat there be peace between 
the two factiors. 

Judge Mack charged that a small 
group of individuals had executed a 
coup detat in the. World Zionist 
organization, and now were attempt- 
ing another coup in the American 
organization—all in an effort to 
control the $100,000,000 fund which 
it was proposed to raise for the re- 
building of Palestine. 

In his annual report, Mr. Mack 
gave His version of the break be- 
tween the administration of the 
American organization and Dr. 
Chaim Weisemann, president of the 
World Zionist organization, over tne 
question of how the fund was to be 
raised and my whom it was to be 
disbursed. He declared it was im- 
perative that the world organization 
impose standards and safeguards 
requisite for the handling of public 
funds. . 

Jews in war-ravaged countries 
contributed $300,000 for the Pales- 
tine foundation fund, I. A. Naiditch. 
of England, director of Keren 
Hayesod association, told the‘ dele- 
agtes. 

Resolutions were unanimously 
adopted urging the speedy cOn- 
firmation by the allied and asse- 
ciated powers and the council of

OF UNEMPLOYED 


While Country Shows 
Gain in Idle in May, 
Atlanta Shows More 
Employed. 


Washington, June 5.—Unemploy- 
ment increased approximately one- 
half of 1 per cent during the month 
of May, according to a statement 
made public today by the depart- 
ment of labor, based upon reports 
from 1,428, employing 501 or more 
persons in 65 principal industrial 
centers of the same firms, the same 
statement employed 1,573,538 work- 
ers in May against 1,580,549 in 
April. 

The number of employed in tobac- 
co manufacture decreased 5.5 per 
cent in May, while lumber and its 
manufacture fell off 2.9 per cent. 
The number of workers in the iron 
and steel decreased 2.5 per cent, 
food and kindred products 7 per 
cent, metal and metal products .004 
per cent, chemicals .1 per cent, and 
miscellaneous industries grouped 
together 4.9 per cent. 


Increases in the number of em- 
Ployed were shown in railroad re- 
pair shops amounting to 8.4 _ per 
cent, in leather 4.3 per cent, ve- 
hicles for land transportation 3.8 
per cent, textiles 2.7 per cent, stone 
and clay 2 per cent, liquors and 
beverages 1.9 per cent and paper 
printing .4 per cent.

Captain DeLavergne said “the big 
trouble is in the construction of com-

Sixth Sense Given; 


By Using Youthful 
[nventor’s Device 


“Night Sight” Furnished 
Through Heat Waves. 
Started for War Use. 


Charleston, 8. C., June 5.—The 
“sixth sense” has been found. 

Working in a crowded little room 
in an old office building in San 
Francisco, 8. O. Hoffman, youthful 
inventor. has given to civilization 
an ability heretofore possessed only 
by certain wild animals—‘“night 
sight.” 

At a distance of 600 feet, in total 
darkness, Hoffman, with the aid of 
a delicate insrument for the detec- 
tion of heat waves, can tell whether 
one, two or several’ persons are 
present, when one removes his over- 
coat, raises his arms, or makes any 
movement. 

Sees Distance of 1,500 Feet. 

Without being seen himself, he 
can observe the movements of any 
living object, and can differentiate 
between various animals. He can 
detect the presence of animate ob- 
jects at a distance of 1,500 feet. 

Police from ali parts of the coun- 
try have ‘written Hoffman request- 
ing the use of his invention In 
“third-degree” work, whereby they 
can watch the movements of sus- 
pects in a darkened cefl. Govern- 
ment officials expect to use it for 
guarding valuable goods, such as 
large coal piles, warehouses and 
automobile fleets not in use. In- 
stead of a large number of guards, 
who can be evaded, it is expected 
to set up one or two of Hoffman’s 
instruments, which will immediate- 
ly show the presence of people in 
the vicinity. 

For housewives, Hoffman says his 
invention would be useful in watch- 


ing for hubby when he comes in} 


late at night. It will also be avail- 
able as a burglar alarm. 
Started During War. 


Hoffman’s invention, which was 
started during the war for detecting 
the presence of enemy forces in 
front of the American trenches, is 
a combination of thermopiles, a re- 
flector and a galvanometer. The in- 
strument, which actS much as a 
sound detector, is sensitive to heat 
waves, and can be developed to the 
point where a complete silhouette of 
an object can be given, showing an 
outline from which heat waves ema- 
nate. It can also be’ used for the 
detection of airplanes thousands of 


feet in the air. It can be manufac- 
tured, says: Hoffman, at a cost ap- 
proximating that of the ordinary 
dictaphone,

New York, June 5.—Progress in 
solving the transportation situation 
is being made. The reduction of 12 


per cent in wages announced by the 
railway labor board has not met 
with the entire approval of the rail- 
Way executives, because it has not 
gOne tar enough, in their opinion. 
Perhaps it has not, but the probabil- 
ity is that it has gone as far as 
seems advisable at this time. It is 
a delicate problem, at best. 

lt would not be possible, for ex- 
ample, to reduce railway wages to 
pre-war levels by arbitrary act, as 
that would imply that surrounding 
conditions had been likewise reduced 
few, if any, have reached pre-war 
levels and many of them are still at 
their maximum, such as rent, which 
playS a very important part in the 
vworkmen’s calculations. Further re- 
ductons may be made when sur- 
rourding circumstances justify 
them, but this is at least a step, and 
a long one, in the right direction. 
The revision of the rules is another 
important matter which will affect 
a large saving, for, under the work- 
ing agreements in force in the 
railroads under government control, 
abuses and wastefulness consume 
large sums annually. 

Following the reduction in wages 
public sentiment seems to be that 
there should be a corresponding re- 
duction in freight rates and passen- 
zer fares, The railway executives 
steadily oppose this, declaring that 
they must be permitted, first of all, 
to get their operating costs down to 
a point where it will be possible to 
show a profit. The answer to this 
in theory is that reduction’ in 
freight rates will stimulate traff:c, 
and the greater volume of business 
will provide the increased revenue. 
A decrease in freight rates—in most 
of them, at least—is an industrial 
necessity. If they are maintained on 
their present level indefinitely it 
will force the relocation of many in- 
dustries and change the character 
of many industrial centers. It is 
realized now that the horizonta! ad- 
vances of last summer worked many 
hardships, esgecially upon the low- 
er grades of Commodities. In these 
instances, the margin of profit to 
the producer was not sufficient to 
absorb such additional rates with- 
out increasing the cost to the con- 
sumer to a point that would check 
consumption. Readjustments along 
this line are already being under- 
taken, because it has become evi- 
dent that the welfare of the affect- 
ed industries depended upon such 
readjustments. It would undoubted- 
ly go a great way toward putting 
new life in business if the freight 
rates were to be reduced.
